godly ſpeeches which ungodly ſinners bave ſpoken againſt him, VVhere 
obſerve how general he declares this Judgment fall Fe in the iflte of 
it; andchen how throughly he will diſcover ungodly men, though 
now they hide themſelves in the Crowd, and for a time towards godly 
men ſhife off and excuſe and hide their ungodlineſs, yer then Chriſt

11, 39, and then 
declares what the Romans ſhall do, viz, They [Fall afflitt Ajhur, and hall 
offlitt Eber, which they have long done ; bur ſince they were to bethe 
lzſt Oppreſlor of the Fews, he further adds, And he alſo ſpall periſh for 
ever, Or (hall go into perditien, as is otherwiſe expreſſed by che holy 
Ghoſt, Rey.17

Firſt, Enoch was a Type of Chriſt in his walking wich God, who 
(as the Apoſtle faith, Heb. 1.5.) betore his Tranſlation had this Teſti- 
mony, That he pleaſed God, and therefore was tranſlated that he ſhould 
not ſee death, in a wonderful manner, Body and Soul, in a way un- 
known to man, into an eyer-bleſſed and happy condition : Even as 
Chriſt having fulfilled che work God gave him to do on earth, and 
fulfilled all the wills of his heayen'y Father, in the Body which he gave 
to him, Heb, 10,5,7,8,9, who therefore had this Teſtimony from the 
Father, That he was his beloyed Son, in whom he w2s well pleaſed, 
Matth.3.17. and after all things were done in order by him, co the laſt 
finiſhing of the work of Redemption, and che witneſſing of his Re- 
ſarre&ion from the dead co his Apoſtles, and other faithful Witeneſ- 
ſes thereof, he then aſcended viſibly into Heaven, in the fi_ht of his 
Diſciples, A#s x g. Luke 24,57. which was his eminent beginning of 
the Kingdom of the Stone, which is the firſt ſtate thereof ; when he 
ſo triumphed gloriouſly over all the ſpiritual Powers of Darkneſs, as 
the Apoſtle teacheth, Col.2.15 ſo leading Captivity captive, to give 
his King'ly Divine Gifts unto men. 

Second!y, Noah alſo, that Preacher of Righteouſneſs, as he is ſti. 
led Heb.11, may be added unto Enxb, being another partial Type of 
Chriſts Kingdom in the ſecond face of it, or the Kingdum of the 
Mountain ; who by faich (fa'th the Apoſtle Heb 11.) performed thar 
Princely or Kingly ſervice, to make the Ark inthe fight of that wick.

Firſt, In the New world God laid a new foundation with Abrahans 
of Chriſts Kingdom, in his free Covenant with him, to be his God, 
and the God of his Seed, which th2 Apoſtle ſaith was one, nemely 
Chriſt, G4l.3.15. and by no other way was Abraham capable of that 
mercy, that God ſkovld become his God : Indeed God both promiſed 
and beftowed many Benefits and Priviledges upon Abraham's, Iſaac's, 
and Facob's natural Seed, upon the renewing or repeating of the ſub- 
ſtance of that Covenant ; bur all upon that Foundation-T ruth u here- 
in their Souls were divinely illuminated, that the Son of God ſhould 
become the Son of Abrabam in a wonderful divine manner, and ſo by 
him in a ſpiricual way of grace, ſuch his Children by faith ſhon'd be- 


come the Sons of God ; and both he _ they by ſuch a way of _ : 
Ix; an 
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and crace, ſhould inheri: all che promiſes, as the Spirit of God revet- 
Icd and purpoſed ſo to falfil them : And cherefore the Apolt'e Heb.1 1, 
61 remarkably ſhew how Abrabam, 1/aac, Facob, and Sarah, by ſuch 
1-laminat 0a of their Souls, ſaw afar off by faich che promiſes to be 
fultiiled in Chriſts Kin2dom, and at the Reſurre&ion of the Juſt ; 
when Abraham hail be heir of the world aRuaily, which he was buc 
onacly by taith whi!ſt be lived in the world, as he alſo te:cnceh, Rim, 
4.13. and ;nely trom chat ground all Gods S-rvants are interelled in 
any cempura: Piomifes or Bleflings. And in ſach tine of his living 
bar oy ta,th, Abraham was a great conquerour of his Enemies, when 
be dei-vered h's Brother Lot and his hoaſe, and thoſe wth him, from 
tu9.6 I. ngs that carried them Captives * So Chritt whillt he is fulki!- 
I ng ce Coveranc mide with the Faichiul, he is a great Corquerour, 
and de! yercth all his Brethren, whoſe fleth he cook, trom their nature, 
and gives them hs Sp:rit from h's own Divine Neture, which mak s 
chem ne:rly rclated co him, and dearly beloved of hin, and in whoſe 
behalf and for whoſe deliverance he did no: onely venture himſelt, as 
Abraham did tor Lot and his, bus a&rally ſuffe: ed death, ta deliver 

chem trom cheir ſpiriczal bondage and ercrnal miſery. 
The other of this firſt pair of pzriial Types inche firſt cimes of the 
New World, is Mekbiſedeck, who is not improbab!y concetved to be 
Shem thz eldeſt Son of Neah, who both of them lived in bo:h the Old 
and the New Worlds ; by both holdiag out unto us the Eternity of 
God the Father and the Son, from whom the Werlc's deliverance was 
ſu'ly ia time co be accompliſhe!, But Melchiſedeck, as alſo Abraham, 
was both a Prieſt and King ; evenas 4braham, who tezmet not onely 
co be a Kiog by his ſaid Corqueſt, bu: a Pcieſt n oftcring his Son 1/a- 
ac, whim (ith tbe Apoſtle) be received ag ain from death m a figuie, 
and was then 2ppointed reaily co offer the Ram in the Buſh in his 
ſtead; and,w.s allo ſaig in ſame ſence t0'be a Prophet, to pray for 
Abimelech, G2n 20.7. Alfo Helchiſedeck, was Prielt oi che moſt bigh 
God, wichour Father 2nd without Mother (then knowa in Abraham's 
diys) typifying the erernal Pricſtiood of Chriſt airer his order, Heb.y, 
and alſ,, King of Salem, that is, King of Peace ; typifying alſo there- 
by Chriſt che great King of che New feruſalem, to come from God 
our of Heaven, (as he tiles himſelf, Matrh,5.) which as the Sonand 
Heir of A%r:bam, doth alſo according to Gods Covenant belong un- 
co him; and fron it, it is very obſervable, that Chriſts Office and Ti- 
tleroh s Kingdom is cv:tinually confirmed and renewed in all the re- 
newed Promiſes and Types made by God to and by the faithful fore- 
Fathcrs ſuccefliyely ; as allo Melchiſedeck, is here exprelly faid wo 
lg 
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King of Salem, an evident Type of Chriſt the great King of Pertiſas 
lem, (as was (aid) who doth and will bleſs his Peop'e with all Celiras 
ble peace, as AMelhiſedeck b'eſſed 4brabam returning with the {poi's 
from the laughter ot the (aid Kings; as Chriſt will alſo more ful.y 
co:firm co them, when all his and their Fors are made his iout» 
ſtool. 

Secondly, Chriſts: Kingdom in the ſaid two-ſo!d ſtare of it, was 
evidently decipbered in AZsſes his Condud of Iſrael out of Fgypr, and 
in the Wi'derneſs ; and then by 7oſtua's Condut into Canaan: Pur 
Chriſt, co anſwer both, doth not onely ſpiri:uaily, by his Death, Re- 
ſurre&ion ard Aſcertior, deliver his )ſrael, and leave chem then in 
their Wilzernefs condition ; but as the true Jena alſo, or J E SU 5, 
will ſaye chem from all eyi!, ard from all chcir enemies, Lac, and 
brirg chem into poſſetlion of the heavenly Canaan, as it is ſtiled Heb, 
3- beinstte City whoſe Builder and Maker is God, prepared tor che 
faichful fore-farhers Heb. 11, | 

And firſt for Xeſes, who was then (tiled King in Feſurun, as to 
Ch:iſts Ch: rches firſt Nate, Curing the Kingdom of the Stone, fer up 
by his brſt coming, Dan.2 34 In reipe& of which, though Jefes, as 
the Apoſtle Paxl ſpeaketh, was faichful in all Gods Houle, Heb.3.2, 
yet but asa Servant and M niſter of the Lord, che Anticype ; for te 
made or gave no Laus (then} of his own to Gods people, but what he 
rece:ved from God for them ; nor executed Judgmert in extraordina- 
ry ca'es, but by Gods direion as inthe gathering ſticks on the Sgb= 
bath day. But Chriſt was as a Son (when he came) in his own Houſe, 
Heb,5*6, whoſe Houſe his People are : Whar Goſpel Mefes ravghe

Burt that latter ſtate of Ci riits ſaid Mediators Kingdom on Earth, as 
we noted, was furcl.cr typiti:d in part by Joſara, though in the better 
Part, under whoſe Condu@t Jſradl obtained their promiſed Inherie 
tarice of Canaan, where'n Ao/cs came fi'rt; burke brouche them in-

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ſa'th the Propliet, Zfich 2.10; { A cauſed by degrees the utter ex. 
p:ifion of thar People from it : Yet as the Apoſtle proveth Heb 4 g, 
There remains ſtill a (Sabbariſm, or) Reſt for the People of God, with 
whom one day u 45 4 thenſand years, and a theuſand years 45 one day (ag 
the Apoſtle Peter 1nforms us, 2 Pet.z.9) and through tte faid true 
Feſhaz or FESUS, this Reſt remzirs to the People 0k God ; upon 
whict, z$ on all former Sabbaths, the Wo:d and Works of God uu- 
al'y were zppointed to he conſidzred in them (as he was always p'eaſed 
in ihe ſix foregoing; Millenninms to give occaſion and command) fo 
that long contirued Sabbatiſm or holy Reſt of his peopie from fin and 
ſo:row, will be a time to contemplate on the Word and Works of 
God, when their great hinderers, viz. evil men and Devils, wi'l be re» 
moyed our of their way, and all requiſite he!ps from God, Men, and 
f noe's, will be afforded them, for that long continued Sabbatiſm of 
that (z:d thouſand years ; whence Men and Angels too will be more 
ficred tor perpetual Halle/wjtbs in Heaven aſterwards, by ſo much more 
than they cou!d have been from all that was poſlible to be lezrned by 
them co ſach purpoſe by a!l they had ſeen, or known, or heard before; 
(as I dou''t not but might large'y be made manifeſt through all che fix 
thouſand years of che worlds being before :) Which Sabbatiſm may be 
thereupos fitly [tiled Gods higheſt School to train up his Children of 
the higheſt form ſor their beſt cmployment of cheir moſt eminent and 
inlarged praiſing of God through their moſt happy Eternity thence to 
enſue, 

In which Reſtor Sabbetiſm Chriſt will infeoff his People, and give- 
them poſleſſion thereof with himſelf; even as the Father bach appoin- 
ted ſuch a Kingdom unto him, ſo he will appoint it unto them, as Luc, 
22-29, not as a Subſticute onely, or Type, like 7-14, to give them 
their Lots therein; but as Lord of the Inheritance, and by his own 
Gift ; and not as.to fuch as may caſt away, or ſpoil, or loſe their ſaid 
Inheritance ; bur as to ſuch as ſhall chere tind a ſure Reſt and Dwel. 
ling Place, from which neither inward nor outward, ſpiricual or tem- 
roral Adverlaries ſhall exp:1 them : ſo certainly bleſſed ſhall they be 
then tha? partake of thar firſt bleſſed ReſurreRion, Rey. 20.6, when 
they ſhall be 194934407, like Angels of God in Heaven, as our Savi- 
our ſpeaks of tho'e Children of the ReſurreQion, Matth, 22.50. in 
that and many other reſpeQts ; and ſuch of the Saints as live in the 
animal Life chen under the ProteQion of Chriſt the great King, will 
be as (afe as his Diſciples were, of whom he ſaid, Of thoſe which thou 


gaveſt me, have I loft none, John 17. Yea more, his Word ſeems in ma. 


ny places to ho!d out that che Seed of the Righteous ſhall then licerally 
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8nd lineally be bl.\ſ2d; yea bleffedneſs ſhall then (it ſeems) be intailed 
upon them ſucceiiively, to them, their Seed, and Sees Sced for eyer, 
as is very remarkav!y ter down at the great Reſtauration of 7/racl in 
Ezek.37. wien Chriſt, there called by David's name, as his Type 
and Propet:itor, who by 2 lineal deſcent from him ſhall then obtain 
the long-before-promiſed-Righte of David's Kingdom, and fir upon 
the T brone of David his Father, as the Angel told the bleſled Virgin, 
Luc.1.32. both Kingdoms of 7ſrael 8nd Fudab, being for eyer thento 
be ag+in united into one under him , cher then the very Land given un- 
to Facob his Seryant,out ot whoſe Loyns immediately che Heads of all 
the Twelye I ribes of I/rae/ were der.ved ; and therefore it is further 
added, chat Land where their Fathers dwelr, that they alſo ſhall dwell 
therein ; and then add, a perpetuity of ſucceſſive iahericance, whicl 
onely he who is che abiolute Froprietor, and every way able to make it 

00d, and to make nullities of mens perpecuities as ofc as he pleaſeth, 
He (I (Gy) then cells chem tully ar this period, when David's Kingdom 
ſhall then be ſo fully reſtored to Chriſt upon the old everlaſting Co- 
yenant made to their fore-fathers, (which carries all promiſed mercies 
with it) that chey, cheir Children, and their Childrens Children ſhall 
dwell inthe ſa d promiſed Land for ever, ver.25, &c. And this may 
further appear by the improvement of Gods promiſe by Abrabam's 
faith Heb.11, who (though he oyer-look'd no dram of promiſed mer= 
cy to any of his Seed, eyen in temporal reſpets) yer his fai:h, as 
the Apoſtle teaches, wronght upon che main, that one promiſed Seed 
[Chriſt] as he is called Gal.3.16, in whom par:icularly all Nations of 
the Earth ſhould be bl:ſſcd, which at the (aid time will be moſt fully 
and really accompliſhed, in whom ke foreſaw (with the others there 
named) the fulhlling of thoſe promiſes was (then) afar off ; and chat 
by vertue of ſuch divine and ſpiritu3! grace, all temporal good muſt 
be advanced and enjoyed : Yeth's faich fixed (o upon that ture Foun» 
dation of all bleſſings really good, which will be fo derived to, and 
preſerved for all ſuch his ſaid bleſl-d Seed then, that there will be a 
wonderful uninterrapted bleſſ:dne(s at that time continued to them, 
In n_ the accompliſhment whereof, a great meaſure of Abraham's 
happineſs through Chriſt will (then) aQually conſt, when he ſhall 
eminently be Heir of the World aQually, by a blefled fruition thereof 
for a long ſeaſon aboy= 1000 years, who as the Apoſtle ſpeaketh Rom, 
4-13» was in his life time but He'rthereof by faich onely ; which yee- 
he was then ſure ſhould not be fruſtrated, Mach inlargemene m'ghe- 
be added to this effeR if it were requilite, and many D.vine Rea 0:s 
given from the Covenant to Abrabam, and Promiles repeated to his 


Seed, 
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Seed as ſpiritually ſo inveſted with all the temporal bleflings of the 
Mecizrors Kingdom, when God and Chrilt are fo often fa.d to dwell 
with them, and to ſer his Tabernacle among them, which will carry 
along with it both the removal of evils, & conferring all ſuitadle good 
for tt::t ſtate, We ſhall onely name a few more Promites belonging 
to the lame Rate, as 1/a.61. which whole Charter is a lon; and large 
predi&ion and prom ſe made to that then-dleſſed Race, for their Fa- 
cthers ſ1:.cs, (as 's noted by the Apoſtle R»m.11.) yea there allo by 
wa ct diftinRion from the Gentiles, he ſaich ver{.9., to make ic more 
evident of what generation of men he ſpate, Their Secd ſhall be knowy 
among the Gentiles, and their Off-ſpring among the People; bur for what 
ſhall they be ſo known ? 4 follows, All that ſee them ſhall acknowledge 
them, that they are the Seed which the Lord hath bleſſed : The old intail- 
ed Covenant from Abrabam, 1/a:c, and Facob, will then be found of 
force, and. Gods truth and faichfulneſs then acknowleJg. d ; where- 
forette Apoſtle there re'ates that promile, I/a.53 29. When the De-

Firſt Moſes was ordained of God to be a D:liverer of his Peopl: : 
So was Chr:it the great Redeemer of all Gods Choſen, &c. 

Second'y, When Moſes was new born, be was in danger of his life 
by the EdiQ of Pharaoh King of Egypr : So Chriſt when new born, 
was in danger of his life by the Command of Hered a ſtrange King, 
and forced co flee inco &gypr. 

Thirdly, As _ was wonderfully preſerved, and ſo by a przei- 
ous Providence noÞly trained up to be fitted for his Office ; fo was 
Chrift divin2ly preſeryed from h s danger, and ficted for his increafing 
in wiidom ard ſtature, ſaith the Eyangeliſt, and fayour w.th God and 
man, Luc 2.52. 

Fourthly, When Afoſes was grown up, and his Brethren «ere in 
great bondage, he ſoughe co deliver them z but they rejceRed and te- 
trayed him, but owned him not for their Deliverer: So Chriſt coming 
inthe fulneſs of t'me, was not received by his own people, Jebn 1. 
bat they took counſel againſt him, to rej: Rand betray him ; and aQu- 
ally killed the Lord of Life, who came to deliver them from Death. 

Fifchly, Wi'en Moſes was thereupon removed into « far Counrey, 
there he had Jethro, Prince or Prieft of On, a loy'ng and w fe Fa- 
the”, having taken his Daughter a ſtranger co Wile : So Chriſt after 
the Jews r: je&ion ard betraying of him, went in:5 a iar Countreps as 
be (prakerh, Luc.19. co fit at the Right Hand of kis ! caven'y Father ; 
and 1pon his own peoples rejeRing of him as cheir Cod or Reccemer, 
As 13. heeſp-uſcrt ro limieli the ſtrangers of che Gentiles to be 
his C .urch or Spouſe, during his fo: mer peoples eftrangement from

Sixt"'y, But when the fulneſs of time was come, that God would 
m ks Moſes his Peoples Deliverer, be We grecioully and —_— 
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ſul'y reveals hignfelf eo him, (nds b1m on that his Errand, furniſheth 
him with vivinz poyger,. courage, gilts, ailiſtance, andaþove all guides 
him by, his ewa coti-ſel-in the management of all, ko and what courſe 
he ſhould Neay, or means. he fhould uſe, what particular miracles he 
ſhould wo: k from time to time, and ſhews hin what ſacce's or want of 
ſucceſs he thou'd have; and fo &H2o/es did all by Gods appototment in 
that who'e wo k.ot bring'ng b's People the Children of 1/- cel out of 
E2ypt ; in which work af erwards 1a the Wilderneſs hs was Gods 
{aichful eryanc in all his Houſe, Heb. 2. in ll the crime he led them in 
the Wilderneſs: So when the time was come chat the Father by his 
Soir't had d:clared in his Prophets thar his Son ſoald te the Deliye- 
rer of his People, and as he bd likewi'e typifi-d and many ways my 
n feſted to them, he accordingly undert»0k that work, wich that ful. 
ne's of wiſdom, grace, 8nd 0! his Spitit and power, from the Father, 
and had the fulceſs of a's loye ſo always continued unto him, chat he 
deried him nothing he asked, yea he had ever fully manifeſted his 
whole pleaſure co lum ; andin him and by him a'l things were zccor- 
dinply fulfilled to deliver his People from their fins being the bondage 
of cheir ſpiritual Pharacth, and w: rſc than Egyptian bondage ; and 
will come as the great Meſſiah of bis ancient People 1n ſpecial, and 
wonder u!'y ſave thoſe that are beloyed for their Fathers ſake, with a 
£reater deliverance from the Land of the North, than the former from 
Egypt was, 7er.23. 7, 8. ſpirituaily, temporally, eternally, &c. $0 
Jer.3 14 18 al'o1/a 53.10. &66 14,15. Eztk.37. the weole chap- 
ter. &c, which deliverance now haſteneth, &c. 

Sevenihly, What under eMoſes miniſtration 7ſrae! came ſhort of 
obtaininz, under Foſhu4's Condad, the other Type of Chriſt, they 
ſoon a-ter enjoyed; bur yer only asthe Lieutenanc (as I may ſay) of 
that Grand Captain of the Lords Hoſt, that appeared to him, 7h 5, 
13,14,15. from whom then he receiyed his particular order for the be- 
ſiegin? of Zericho, with incouragement therein, &'c. And who by Gods 
divine ordering of his Lots, afterwards afligned to every Tribe their 
port on, called in Scripture, The Lot of their Inheritance : So its 
from Chriſt the grand Captain of his Peoples ſalvation, not from any 
ſtrength, works, or worih of their own in any reſpe&, that they ob- 
rain any mercy or fayour from God : But through the grace, power, 
and merit of their true Fe{hus or JESUS, always both able and; wil- 
ling, andever remains preſent in readineſs to conJu@ them through 
their Wilderaeſs condition in this World, even when they are at the 
greatelt itand, and who can in the moſt nnlikely manner, and; by the 
molt conce.nptible means (as by Rams-Horn Trumpets he deſtroyed 
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high-walled Jericho) confound or Teoy the greateſt Encm'es of his 
People, (as he is nuw conſuming the grear Beaſt ard falſe Propher by 
che propheſying'ot his deſpiſed fackctoth- Wicneſſes, Riv.ri, 1 1h:'ſ, 
28) and will ih his appoihred time bring his Pilgrims into poſſctiion 
of their happy promiſed Reſt chat remains co chem and all the faithful 
fore-fathers into the City prepared for them, with other Saints, of 
which God is the Maker and Bui!dcr himſelf, Heb.11.10 as in mani. 
fold promiſes he hith chrough many Ages in his word declared ; when 
likewiſe will begin his Kingdom of the Mountain, which ſhall fill che 
whole Earth, when a!l Nations ſhall ſerve and obey him, Dan. 7. 27, 
&c. wich many other __ Scripture-Teſtimonies, which might here 
be added it it were need/u? 


Proceed we then to the third pair of partial Types in the N-w 
World, viz. Of David's Kingdom raifed by God froma low beginning, 
to become greet, like the great men of the Ezrth, as God ſpeaketi ot 
it, 2 Sam 7ethongh as 2 man that ſhed much blood, in a warring con- 
dition, till God gave him peace in the end, &c. And of Solomon's 
Kingdom, thar peaceful Prince, when his SubjeRs were ſaid co fir un- 
der their own Vines, ard under their own Fig: Trees ; though by the 
cloudy darkneſs of ddch their falls, they were manifeſt ro be onely 
Types of their moſt perfe& Anti:ype. 

And firſt of the firlt of them, namely of David's Kingdom ſet up 
by God ; wherein Chriſt wastypified in'theſe reſpeRs: 

1. As David wis lo and'mean ar firſt; 1 took thee (ſaith God to 
- him) from the Sbeepfold '2 Sim'7 8. So Cheiſt ac bis firſt appearing ih 
the worlds view; taking oby azcnr, was little regarded of them, cal- 
led commonly,. The $02 of Joſeph and Aary, and afterwards diſgrace- 
fully, The Galilear, from which Courtrey they expeR:d no good co 
come, and another while reputed him, che Carpenters Son ; and 
eved bis 0wn Kindr.d believed not on him, , chobgh eſpecially amongtt 
them, buth before his birch, at his birth, ahd afterwards, glorious and 
radiantBeams of Divine Majeſty wondertully ſhone oug in him, where- 
by God evidently maniſefted, and wrote as it were wich a ſun beam of 
Light{as was alio plainly ty!d} That chat Child before promiſed and 
propheſied ſo ofren to come, was bis own and one'y Son. 

2+ After David's Kingdim began, there was at firſt no outward 
probability appeating to ſtand apainſt King Sax , faviag that Sas! 
was rejeRed; and David was by Gods appointment anointed by $4- 
mal ſbr the Kingdom : Bu: otherwiſe, in outward reſp: &s, Saul was 
in poſſ:ſhon; had cle preſent command of all his Subjcas, and of all 
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they had inthe worli outwardly ; i ut David forced to fice for his life, 
manleſs, mony'eſs, heipleſs ina manner, 1aving onely not fattbleſs nor 
hopeleſs ; but for outward appearance of means very poor and mzan, 
He afcer had men,but ſuch as could in appearance yield him lictle com- 
Fort, afford bim lirtle relief; we hear not of their Money nor A-ms 
yea, it ap;ears they were men indebt, and in decayed conditions, how 
ſhould chcy live ? They fled to him in a Wilderneſs. where ſhould they 
have Arms ? nd hid they bad them, whar $kill were chey like to haye 
to ue them > Wha intereſt could ſuch have in m-.n that were confi. 
derad'e, ſaving ſu h as might ca':ſe chem co purſ1e them for their 
debts or for leaviig their Maſters ſervice (as Saul affirmed) which 
muſt mike Dav d's fi: ft eſtate appear to he the berinning of a very pi- 
Liful Principality. So when rhe uſurpirg god of this preſent world, 
and chat moſt ryrarnous Prince 0! the power of the Air, was by 
Chriſt co be thrown down from his Regency, after his fo long and 
mani'old rebellion againſt h's Creator; and Gods 8nointed King 
which he had decreed (maurre all the yain oppoſition of Mcn and De- 
vils) hou'd firupon hs boly Hill of Sion. P/al.2. vet he comes intg 
the world in the form of a Servant, was born of a Mother a Virgin, 
but in a preſent mean condition, though inwardly glorious in hol-nefs 
and grace, though linea!ly de/cended from the Loyns of King David, 
yet that was a thing little then obſerved or regarded by moſt art that 
time ; a Carpenter being hcr Husbarnd, and the reputed Father of 
Chriſt our Saviour, as lictle acknowledged, 'cis probable, to be the 
Son of God :; Therefore Chriſt beirg in our weak nature, in ſuch a 
Low condition, the world was uncapable of diſcerning or conceiying 
how he ſhou'd be able ro overcome that old Bee/zebub, the Prince of 
tie Devils, with all his Principalitics, and powers of ſpiritual wicked- 
neſles in high places, 

3. When the envy and malice of Saul was grown ſo preat againſt 
David, tliat by force or fraud, by policy or treachery, or by ary 
means poſlible to rid David our of his way, by his Daughter, by bis 
Servants, by the Philiſtimes, bis Javelirs, his Son Jonathan ; or by Doeg, 
and orher bad Inſtruments of Saz/'s Court ;, or whoever was David's 
Enemy, was thereupon to be owned as Saul's Friend : Yet God ever 
preſeryed David from all his acremprs, by ſtrange and unlikely ways and 
:2ans, as the ſacred Story therein d:clares. So as ſoon as Chriſt ap- 
pears inthe World, Satan from a Divine Oracle of Chriſts birth at 
Be:blchem the City of David, tempts Herod upon that ac: ounc to ſeek 
<0 take away his life then, as was noted, ſtirs up many ſlightings of 
his Perſon, Parentage, Kindrcd ard Countrey ; chen when he s ppet: 
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red more publick; ſets upon him in hunger to tempt God ; from am- 
bicivn of 8 world, to worſhip the Devil, &c. But Rtill Chriſt over- 
came that irong man armed, being ſtronger than he, when he appear» 
ed che weake(t, 
4. As David by ſuch weak and unlikely inftruments overcame or 

fruſtrated Sal s «f[1ilts: So Chriſt by poor Fiſhzrmen ſubdued the 
World to che obedience of the Goſpel, thereby making chem Fiſhers of 
men, and himſelt to be owned as the Saviour of mankind, by thoſe 
they were ſent unto, conquering and to conquer in the firſt Seal, Rev, 
6. and fo through the tollowing Seals till Conſtautines coming, about 
ann» 320 all tt at time where n Afichael fouphe with his Angels againſt 
the Dragon and bis Angels, who prevailed not, Rev. L2 7 & when tlivie 
poor perſecuted C rilt:ans then converted tothe taith 0; Chr it (char 
are ſtor edto he ftrong'y chen encouraged by che DecRcine uf reigning 
wich © briſt che chon'and years) ſuffered with fuch unſhaken faith and 
coi;ſtant patience, and alrivafly overcame tat moſt devi!liſh cruel» 
ty and cyranny of cheir bloody Periecutors in the Ten fir? Paganiſh 
Veriecucions, til the Dragon was caſt out of his Heaven to the Earth : 
Since which time he could not by ſuch perſecuting turn Chriſtians into 
Pagans, lie hath atcenpred by -iving his Seac, Power, and Authoricy 
to the Besſ}, ro Paganize Chriſtianity it (elf, and under many deviſed 
pretexcs of Pi:ty ard Devotion by means of his ſaid Subftituce in his 
ſeat and authority, to a in ceteſtable hypocr fie, tn ſuch horrid wick 
edneſlcs againſt God and min, that cannot appear in their erue colours 
without ſoine Vail of Hypocriſie caſt over them - Whence ic was an» 
ciency obſerved lince that time , Sub nomine Chriſti militant contrs 
Chriſtum ; and after, when in a more inten'e degree tha: was spparent, 
complaiat thereof was made. not withour Juſt cauſe, In nomine Dymi- 
ni incipit omne malum : which how manitold i: :s, and by what can- 
ning Contrivances wich paganiſh Cruelty carried 09, would require a 
larce volumn bur even firly to ſer down in what large volumrs it is al- 
realy dene, And yer Chritit by his poor Saints ſufferings, and his de- 
ſpiled Sackcloth-Wirnefſes propheſy:ng, hat! and doch, and will vyers 
come more and more both Dragon, and B-z{t, and talſe Urupher cifo, 
by whom the other was revived, aiter his |01mer deadly wound, ung:! 
their laſt deſtru@ion come, and bothare ſenc unco the:r owa place, 
when Chriſt will moſt cminencly make his Foes his Footſtool, and 
che Kingom ot the Store be changed int- the Kingdom of the Monn. 
eaio, inche next partial Type, wich chis of David, to be now conf 
dered. | 
And that is in Salomon, David's natural Seed, derived immediately 
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from his Loyns, as-promiſe to David, nemed by God, owned by him 
in a Sracious'manner, appearing tohim twice, making him large ot- 
fers, giving him unparallel'd Gifts'of Wiſdom and Knowledge, emi- 
rent Grace, tranſcendent worldly Glory, Dignity, Riches and Reve- 
nues, on the face of the earth; admired fzr and nesr, moſt {amous for 
building the m«ſt glorious Temple 'or Houfe of God, and -othcr Hou 
ſes, and in writins excellent Books of holy Scripture, and mary 0:her 
Books :* Bar that he was bur a Type of David's blefl:d Seed to come 
inthe Kingdom of the Monricatn, may appear by his ſo ſad declining 
for a time rowards his elder years; yet a'ter, through grace, returned. 
Bur that he was his Type, his Name denotes, his Otlice, h s Works, 
his Wiſdom, his Peace, his G'ory, Wealch, and Dignity, his Religion, 
his executing of Jadgmeny, ſis Peoples Peace, Plenty, Security, ur der 
him, &c. whilſt he walke | wiſely, 'and ſtood upright, do abundanc'y 
declare, And inregard we areto conlider the great Char er of D4= 
id and'Sol/omon's Kingdom, ia the next place, we ſhall hcre adde no 
more, but come to our next !oundation, 


© VU, Seventhly, Which is the ſeventh, as being confirmed both 
to David and Sc/omon by a Divine Charter, very eminenrly ilJuſtrated 
2 $4m.7.8, tothe end, in that moſt gracious Mcſlage tliat God ſent by 
Nathan, upon occaſion of David's fecret intent and purpole to build 
God an Houſe, for which he made great proviion; which though it 
&as Hot in particular accepted, for ſome reaſons afrerwards ipec:' -1 
inthe ſequel, yer Gud ſo approved of his pious affeRions of love .0 
his Divine Majeſty, and Z-al for his Glory and Worſhip, chat tiizre- 
upon he made to David tte moſt bIcſi2d return of Love, and Riches 
of 'Goodneſs to tim and his Houſe, with che longeſt Entail w th ir, 
and fireſt ſecurity ot ir, that ever'was made ro any mcer mor:al man : 
We my here obſerve, fi-{tths aid Meſlage of God, from vert. 8. ro 
17. concerning Gods ſure mercies to Dvd, in reſpe@& of his King- 
don, People, and Houſe: Secondly, We may note David's improve- 
rent of each part of che Divine Mcflage by Faich; Prayer, and chank- 
ful Acknowledgment, from yerf.17.totheend, 
Firſt, In Gods Mc[ipe, verf.8. He dire&s the Propher Nathan & 
m:ke coDa#1da reheariat of mercies paſt ; namely, How he exilted 
* him from a low eſtate, cyen ſrom the Sheep-con, ſrom fbllowi netic 
Sheep, to an excellent Dignity ; not ofhely to be a Ruler in ordinary 
way, bt that which ated mich £9 [1s exulration and honour, was, 
he !et him over his own People, even over Iſrael, cho!en out of the 
whole World for his own Inhericance's This ſpec.al cruſt God com- 
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mitted to David, to whom ortat Pld darn did be!ong, and for wham 
creac things formerly had been done by Gud, vpvn whom his Name 
was called, 

Secondly, Verſ.g., He minds bim how he h26 been -with him in. 
ſpecfal manner ina way of grace, towir, to be for him, andazzsin{t 
his Enemies; and; effeQually as co cut them all off in his own fight, 
and char thereupon he had made bim a great'Name, as the great Mcn 
th:t areupon the Earth, 

Thirdly, Verf-10. He ſets down (as in a Parenthefis) a moſt won» 
dectal mercy promiſed to his ſaid People, long after to take place, and 
eo be in fu'ti ling to che end of the world : laying, / will appoint 4 
Place (not what he had done before, or unto that time (as afterwards 1s: 
explained) for my people Iſrael, and I w.ll plant them ; but how ? Firſt 
that they may dwell in a place of their own, ( for former'y they drove 
out 0:hers, though bur as Gods Inſtramencs, yet wich many failings, 
aid chen by the'r (ins they forfeiced their own intereſt cherein: ) Se- 
condly, He declares they ſhould moye us more ; wh ch ſettlem-ne then 
muſt needs b2 yet to come, the ſame with Ezck. 37. 8nd many other pro- 
miſes: Thirdly, The Children of wickedneſs ſhowld not, in that Land 
_ Whichhe promi'eth, affii& them any more, (which hath not hitherto 
b:en fulfilled) formerly ſuch Children of wickedneſs, which in their 
d ſobedience to God they ſpared, were in judgment male Thorns in 
their Sides, and pr.cks in their Eyes, to chaſt ſe them ; and other ſons 
of wickedneſs, by reaſon of their many proyocations, greatly from 
time to time, before and tiil David's tine, afflicted them, as beforetime 
in Fgypt, and inthe Wilderne(s, as the end of yerſ.10, ſeems to ins 
tend, — as before time. 

And yerſ.11, in the beginning of ir, he adds another diftin& time 
of the prevailing of ſuch Sons of Wickedneſs over them: And (faith 
he) 4s ſince the time that / commanded Fudges to be over my peoples And 
that he might the better take notice of h15 own ſo good different Rate 
at preſent, and from whence it came, he ſhews to bim again that he 
birſelf had cauſed bim to reft from all bis Enemies, | 

Andinrthe endof yerſ.11. he appoints Nathan to deliver a further 
Meſl:zge cf wonderful grace concerning David's own Houſe , ſaying, 
Alſo the Lord tells thee [ehere was his inſa'lible ſecurity] that be will 
make thee a ſure Houſe ; which muſt needs be a ſure Houle; when God 
both tells him ſo, and cells him he will make it ſo : Greater certainty 
could not be ; Therefore rightly is this Riled, The'ſare Mercier of 
David, Fif i 4 
© Verlſ.12, concerns Gods promiſe to be fulfilled aſter Darid's deathz 
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concerning his Son Solomon, as is applied by Solomon himſelf, 1 Kings 
2.24. The Lord (faith he) bath made me an Houſe, as be promiſed ; which 
proniſe follows ia this 12th yer e, 1 ill ſer up thy Seed after thee, 
which [hall proceed ous of thy own bowels ; and I will eſtabliſh bis Kingdom : 
which mult be his immediate Seed, Beſides, be was d:figned by God 
co build that Houſe tor Go is Name which D.vid purpoled, cill God 
now declared his pleaſure therein ro him, ro the contrary, which was 
accordingly executed, as Solomon acknowledged, as was note be- 
tore, 

And vyerſ,; 3. latter part, God addes a wonderſul mercy, That S9- 
lomon the T ype of Chr:ſt,whoie Kingdom in his days ſhould be a Type 
of Chriſts Kingdom, ſhould build cbac Houle that ſhuld prefigure the 
Body of Chriſt, cil! he came inthe fleſh and tulfilled all char was fig- 
nified in and by that Houſe and Prietthood exerciſe: therein, whereby 
ir ſeems co be ſignified, That that Houſe which he builc, and the Ser- 
vices tO be nphelid in it, ſhouid typihie to bis People bis glorious Pers 
ſon and work of Redemption to be wrought by him for ch?m, where 
the Arkot ods gracious Preſence with his People was ar chac time 
preſerved: Which Temple, thou_hafcerwards it ſhvuld be deſtroyed 
for their great fins and provocations, and the Ark of Gods gracious 
preſence be taken away from among them ; yer the Temple ſhould 
atterward by the wonderful power and grace ot God be again re-buile, 
as I[4!ab fore-to'd, and was (as we rea - in Ezra and Nehemiah ) accor- 
diogly fulfilled: by the former denoting tte death of Chr-{t bodily, 
which he ſuffered tor his Peoples fins; and by the latter, that d.vinely 
powerful and glorious Reſurre&i -n of Chritt from that death ot the 
Body: : Which ſaid ſecond fempie, by the divine work of ©»od upon

Worlhip ceafed, and vpon 
whoſe ReſwrreRion and Aicention che G/pel of the Sun of Mans King- 
dim: was ſpeedily, and powerfully, and evidently preached by che com- 
m ifonated Embaſlidors of Chrift chrough che whnie world ; when. 
alſo the Kingdom of the Stone fore-rold in Danze! d d begin, or the 
{piricial:FThions and Kingdom of Chritt was fe: up, and bach, and 
is :nd wi | be powerfaily upheld, while Chriſt in che GColpel riderh 
08 conquering and coconquery” as be began ander 4i1e (i lt Seal, till be 
enizen:ly, when he ccaſeth ro fit at bs Fachers Fight hand in Hea-

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ven, ?/el.1 10.1. ſhall make his foes his footſtoo! ; and chenceforward 
gloriouſly and powerfully on David's and Solomon's Throne (as here 
promiſed) in the Kin2dom of the Mountain, to the worlds end and 
la Judgment, Dan2 35. And fo the great King of the New Jeruſa- 
ler, w:ll andoubredly ſacceed lineally trom them both, in whom rhe 
Houſe and Throne of the Kingdoms of both ſhall be eſtabliſhed 
for ever, as iN P/al 43. is largely illuſtrated wich many excellencies 
belonging to the g'orious ſta:e of the Mefſiab's Kingdom with his 
Saints, b's Spouſe ſti'ed che Kings Daughter, 3nd gloriouſly there 
deſcribed and enfecffcd wich her Dowry, very divinely in a great pare 
of char Plalm. 

But verſ,14,15. In regard God fore-knew Solomon would great'y 
fall by b's own hainous fins, which woald deſerve great Judgments ; 
even as the great Meſsiah was firſt co ſufter and fatisfie tor Solomon, 
before the viſible glory of his K'ngdom ſhould ſhine forth, end for 
al! penicene and cruiy believing perſons, and that therefore God 
forc-ſhews how he would facherly chaſtiſe Solomon, but not rake his 
mercie from him, as he cook ic from Sal, (which is a very eyidene 
proof that Solomoy was ſaved) and ſecondly typitying therein that 
Chriſt ſhould be ſaved in his ſuffering for mans fin, and overcome 
death by dyinz, in regard that Chriſt ſhould perſonally come in the 
fl:hto that end, which was ſignifizd by that Houſe which was to re- 
mainchen in its uſe ; andthat cill chen, choſe ſervices to be performe 4 
in thzt houſe did denote that work of Redemption of his people which 
he was to accompliſh at that his coming, whereby full Reconciliation 
ſhould be made with Gd for chem, and chen that ſaid Hooſe, and the 
ſervices therein performed, were thereupon to ceaſe: Therefore in 
yerſ.16, the laſt of Gods laid Meſlage to David by Nathan, he twice 
confirms the perpetui:y of the ſaid Mercy, not onely to ratifie the 
ſurencſs thereof, as is uſual in holy Scripture, as in the four Mettle- 
Kingdoms, Da» 2. and 7.and the four Beaſts, but it ſeems in verſ. 16. he 
firſt chrough the ſaid Recorciliation made when he pur an end co the 
ſervices of che ſaid Houſe, whereby che influence of all promiſed 

ercies to che Saints reached in all Agez to them, ſets down there 
over ard over for David's comfort, this that concerned Chrifts Davi- 
dical Kingdom of the thouſand years Reign with che Saints, that ir 
ſhould be BEFORE DAVID; that is, at the bleſlzd and holy Reſur- 
re&ion of the Juſt, Rey.20,6. when David and Daniel ſhall ſtand vp 
in their Lots, ; though chere was a Reſgmblance of it, as ſome ob- 
ſerve, in that Solomon was in the Throne before David died: Yer this 
promiſe is of tranſcendent exce}lency =—_ that matter z neither - 
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that Nate laſt for ever, i. e. to the worlds:end; which is ſo mary times 
inſiſted upon, both from Gods Riches of Mercy towards David, and 
David's une- preſſible gratitude (as he ſaid verſ.20 ) due unto God : 
Wherefore he ſpeaks in ſuch a full comprehenſive manner, verſ.16. Thy 
Houſe and thy Kingdom ſoall be eſtabliſhed for ever BEFORE THEE : ard 
again, Thy Throne ſhall be eftabli;hed fer ever , which is onely poſſi'e 
in Chriſt, and in him is ceceſſary, accord.ng co that prophecy I/4.9.7, 
That of the increaſe of his: Government there [hould be no end, upon the 
Throxe of David, to-order it and to eſtabliſh it with j1dgment and with 
Juſtice from henceforth even for ever: And the rezl{oa hereof is very re« 
markab'e : The zeal of the Lard of Hoſts will perform th j his Truth, 
his Faichfulneſs will n c lie unto David, for whon he Htith ch s fnre 
mercy co perform, to raite up tis Tabzrnacle which was tallen, as 44; 
L5. isexplained? and as the Ange! told the bleſſed V-:rgin, Luc.1.23,

Now from verſ, 17. tothe end of the Chaprer, we have David's 
molt grateful acceptance of the ſaid Vell:ge, and very pious improve» 
ment of it by tai:h, prayer, acknow!edgment and thankful: es, and 
well might hedo (0, ſezing he ſo we'l underſtood;ard lo fi1'ly be':eved 
every branch by the tea-h ng of Gods Spirit, 2nd every parricalar

. Kingdom upon a Perſon, by right of Covenants, Purcha's, Ch rrer, 
-Prowels, Policy, Prodence, Conqueſt, Merit, or whatever chey c:yig 
contrive or procure to ſuch intent, it would be bur nulliry inſtead of 
ſecurity, compared with this, and not worthy even to be named in the 

ſame-day withicz. Yea mens Kingdoms on the contrary, the grea'er 
they are, are therefore many times the more uncertain and torterj ng. 
Whereas ibis, io che greatelt extent, ſhould be che. moſt Rable, be. 
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ing founded in Righteouſne's, whick is the habication or Nabilicy of 
Chriſts Throne, P/a!.97.2. whilſt the greateſt combination of men 
and creatures to uphold by any m2ars Kingdoms and States in unrighs- 
teoulſnels aga nſt C09 and his Peopie, do thereby the ſooner bring 
them to their periods, and by ſuch means ofc-times more certa n ruine 
befalls chem, as in Nebachadzezzars great Monarchy, whether we look 
von him perſonally, asthar greac T ree then flouriſhing, Dan 4+ but 
ſuddenly cur down, under whoſ2 Branches all Creatures (then) ſhel- 
ered cth:mſelv:s ; or lineally, which ended in his Grenchild Belſhazzar, 
Dan.5- as that Kingdom was then the Head of Gold, inreſpe& of 
the other Me:tle-K'ngdoms ſucceeding it, even ſo it w $ but of ſhore 
co:tinuance for that reaſon, Dan.5.20,21,22 27. for ſome of the ſaid

And 
wholo faichfu'ly and ſerioufly endeayours-rightly ro weigh and confi- 
der theſe chings without partiallity or prepoſſeffron (which at firſt may 
leem an hard thing tor ſome ſorts of men to perform) yet upon ſuch 
endeavour,with humbie feeking unto God for dire&ion in theſe traths, 
and faichtul and patient waiting upon him in the uſe of pertinent means, 
1 doubt not butin GoJs good cime they may be well ſatisfied from h s 
Word znd good Spirit of Grace in the reallicy and truth of the ſu = 
ſtancz of them:. for which purpoſe I conceive it no: needful here co 
ſ;y more for information or convigion (which is mainly my buſineſs) 
and for particul.r app! cition hereof, it will be obvious to-all know- 
ing and pious Chr {it ans, which I am fcrced to leave to themſelves at 
preſent, for breyity-ſake, (publiſhing by Preſs having long been to me. 
u difficult i43k) and when a Dodrinal Fourdation in this cafe is once 
ſurely laid, applica:ion of theſe, with ſome points of ſuch nature, will 
in {ome reſpcRs be made a forziori, as ſrom :n acdi:ioual conſideration, 
but yet a yery wei.l:ty and moying conideration ( it particulsrities 
| N thereia 
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therein tobe confidered in their ſeveral kinds andnatores, be duly im- 
proved by Scripture-guidance) and the ho!y Spiric of Gods gracious 
aſlſtance, the intallib'/e means of being rightly guided into all needful 
profitable Divine Truch, as all holy Scripture-Truchs are, and theſe in 
particular (thou.h too much over-look'd and fl glited by ſome) though 
the great things of God, and an excellent and glorious part of the Go» 
ſpel of Chriſt, a rich and long inheritance of the Saints, yea {as we no- 
ted) the higheſt form of God- gloriſying Creatures (then) yiz, Saints 
and Angels, to fic then wonderiully aboye all other means in che pre- 
ceding fix thouſand years, to glorifie him more excellently for ever and 
ever. We ſhall but eyen mention ſome like evidences from che other 
Apoſtles, Peter, James and 7obn, the Witneſles at Chriſts Transfigura- 
tion, who then joynely ſaw that repreencation of Chr.ſts glory ac bis 
coming in his Kingdom, (for he calls chat his m— in that ſence, 
Matth.16.28+ Mark 9.1.) when thoſe eminent gloritied Saints and 
Prophets, Mſes and Elias, appeared talkirg wich him : Firſt, Peter 
ſets torth the beginning of char ſtate by the Reſtitution of all things, and 
the times of refreſhment from the preſence of the Lord, As 3.19 20,21. 
and as witneſſed by a!l the holy Prophets of God lince the World be- 
gan. Andche Apoſtle Fames tiles ic trom the Prophet Ames g. 11, 
The raiſing of the Tabernacle of David that was fallen down, with ſome 
explication of the ſaid Prophecy, As 15.16,17. Alſo the Evangeliſt 
7ohn makes a telation of Chriſts Kingdom n-t being of this world, pro- 
ving it not {0 to be, in regard his Servants did nor fight chat he ſhould 
notthen be delivered tothe Jews ; Now therefore (ſaith he) my Kingdow 
is not from hence, John $.36,37., 1 might adde Jude's 0!d Tradition, 
turned by him jnco ſacred Scripture, v, 13, 14. but that was ſpoken 
of before particularly. 


XII, Twellth'y, Come we now to the twelfch and laſt Foundation 
of our Faith, named in our general Tic!e-page, and that is from the 
moſt full ard trongly ey/denced Revelation, in that many ways mo(t 
excellent (art of the h ly Scripture given by Chriſt ro his beloyed Dil- 
ciple John, concerning the ending of the fourch Monarchy, at rhe 
Beafts deftraRion, Chap 18,11. to rhe end, and the beginning and 
continuance of Chriſts Kingdom or Reign with his Saiars fucceeding . 
it, Chap.20.4, thereby yery evidently explaining by his beſt authority 
what Daniel ſaw and faid more darkly 8nd briefly before, both of them 
being Grds beloved Wirneſles of the fame Divine Truth ; bur Chriſts 
by his beloved Diſciple Jobn, is the true and infa!lible Comment of the 
other ; Which {aid laſt Viſions,Chap.19.1 1, and Chap. 20,21,22: now

(is upon many conſiderations way appear probable) when that hee. 
ven'y General of all Gods Hoſts (whoſe Name is, T HE WORD

ſizh and Deliverer of his People, THE KING OF KINGS AND 
LORD OF LORDS, verſf.16. will cten come the ſecond time with. 
o12 ſin nnto (alvation, Heb,g «lr. for them: not onely as in the King. 
dom of the Store,. ſpir.tually and divinely to ſave their Souls from 
the han2s of their ipiricua! Enemies, which he fulfilled at his firſt 
coming, and hath improved and carried on eyer fince, in their ſuffer- 
ing cyndicion, and will do whilſt ti:ac Kingdom of Patience ſhall en- 
Eur2 ; but whea he will work an outward viſible temporal ſalvation, 
vith the ſpiricoal, for all his people, from all their Enemies, to ſerye 
lim without fear of them, in righteouſneſs and holineſs before him, 
all che days of cheir lives, Luc. 1.7 5, (which wich che context hath been 
bat in a {m+!! meaſnre yet fulhlled, inthe apteſt ſence, in compariſon 
of wha: it will in ſeveral reſpects then be) for chen will be che great 
Vintage or Harveſt of Bel:evers, which is to come in unto Chriſt in 
the ſa'd chouſand years reign, when J1/a.5 3. chiefly ſha'l (it ſeems) take 
plece, thal he ſhall ſee his ſecd and the pleaſure of the Lord ſhall proſper is 
kis hand, in the prol;nging of bis days, even in all chat cime, as allo he 
ſpeaks Chap.g.1o0, wherein be [hall ſit upon the Throne of David, and ups 
by Kingdom (mark that expreiſton) ts order it ; that is, David's King 
dom : tor whitend? namely, in ſuch a way as toeſt1b'iſh ir, namely, 
by Juſtice and Judgment : and the Pſalmiſt excellently ſpeaketh glieres 
of particularly, Zuſtice and Judgment ſhall be the habitation (or eſtabliſh» 
ment, or ſtability) of thy 1 brone, Pſal.89.14. and eſpecially Pal 97.2, 
' which pa't cularly ſets down the beginning ot Chrifts Kingdom, ſo 
ex>lained Heb,1,8, for Kingdoms are ſo to be eſtabliſhed, (ſaith the 
witc{t Solomen, Proy.-16.12. The Throne i eftabliſhed by Righteouſneſ:, 
& 25 5.) thecontrary whereunto being ated by the ten Kings thar 
give their power tothe Beaſt, with others at the laſt, will bring de. 
ruction both upon h;m ard them cogether, Rev.19.18,19,20, like as 
ſome of them before that time had bewailedthe burning of che Whore 
of Babylon with their 4/45, alas, Chap.18.9 10 But Chriſt being char 
Great Ring that Fwith an Fe} is: toretold ſha!l eminently rule in 
Risbreouſneſs, 7er.23.5,6. Therefore he will ſo eſtabliſh his Davigica! 
Throne (2s wes ſaid) in Righteouſneſs and Judgment, the ſure efta« 
bliſhment thereof; For all their great temporal Promiſes then (as we 
ſeed before) ſha!l appear co be tounded upon their ſpiritual endow. 
ments of Grace, when God will circumciſe their hearts, and che hearts 
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of their Seed, Devt.;o0.v.1.to 0 Gd I/rae] then ſhall be a moſt 
holy people, theretore they ſhall be a melt happy People ; their Do- 
mivion then will be founded in grace ; and thereby preſerved alſo for 
ever, as God promiſed in that erninert Text 2 Sam.7, and all their cut» 
ward wercies will appear thento be derived to, and preſerved for them 
and their Seed, from that ſpiritual Covenant with Abraham, and tho + 
row that one Seed Chriſt,and f: om their intereſt therein, from whence 
the cemporal will flow in unto them, according to cheir large meaſure 
of grace and ſanRification, But. at the ſulfilling of that ſaid Vion, 
Rey.19.11. when that Great General with his holy and celeſtial Army 
ſhall overcome and u:terly deſtroy the Beaſt and talſe Prophet, theres 
upon will enſue Satans binding, and that ſecurely, tor 1c00 years, that 
he may not deceive the Nations any more, till the ſaid thouſand years 
be fulfilled, &s. Chap.20., which alſo will be contemporaneous with 
Chriſts Reign with his Saints on earth, the ſame thouſand years, which 
is Chriſts Davidical Kingdom, of which God gave ſuch aflurance to 
David chat ir ſhou!d continue for ever, tothe end of the world in the 
ſaid 2 Sam.7, From which ground, with others all ſuch ag haye but a 
ſmall meaſure of David's faith thereof, mzy by the due reading, im» 
proving, and the right and ſerio.1s conſidering of his ſecurity therein, 
(through Gods mercy) be ſufficiently ſatisfhed in it. And in yery deed, 
ſo much hath by many learned perſons teen writzen to this purpoſe, 
and preached upon this Text, Rev.20.4,5, &c. that I judge ic needleſs 
co adde any more here upon that account : Onely obſerve how Daniel 
and the Reyelarion 2;ree in our Parallel of the Ruine of the Roman 
Empire, (which is now haſtening under the laſt head thereof) when 
Chriſts ſaia Reign will begin : Whoſe abominable wick:doeſs, vailed 
under ſuch hypocritical pretences of picty ard charity, varniſhed over 
with a ſeeming colourable antiquity, propt up ty the Popes (0 long tal- 
fified infallibilicy, under which and other falſe Vizards, whilſt che {aid 
Pope with his Complices pretend moſt zeal for Chriſts Religion ard 
Souls * alvation, eycn then they really hight moſt again!t the one, and 
really (eek ro cleltroy che other, (as wolſul experience t::th long mani- 
feſtzJ) one che one part undermining the Truth, making void che Or» 
dinances and Init tutions of Chrift, by adding to then, or taking from 
them, politite 11s Worihip, diſhonour his Goſpei, and caule bis Relie 
pi0n tO be reproiche.!, and h's Name blaſphe ned, amon,it propnare 
Paganiſh and Brbarous Nations, that know himnot: And on the 
other part, by their many Cra'cs and Crueltics toentnire, torment and 
perſecute poor ignoran: Souls, or orherschac fall into their Nets, or 
by their tyrannous Practices, (the myſterivas in.gquity whereo! will " 
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- revealed when their Inquiſicors ſhall come to be anatomized) whey 
they have earneltly laboured to force them to yield to their eyilde 
Yea how have they violently for many huftidreds of years paſt kille1 
the Saints? How many moſt barbarous mzſlacres and bloody perſecu- 
tions have they aQed in againſt thoſe meek Lambs of that (now alive, 
yet once was) flain Lamb of God Chriſt Jeſus, who ſhorrly to their 
terror ſhall appear to be the Lion of the Tribe of Judab, Rey... 
when they have filled up their meaſure, which they haye eyer been dos 
iog from the time the great red Dragon gave unto that multi=form'd 
Beaſt his Seat, with great power and authority to a& therein for his 
forty two months, Rey.13.1,6 7. which he hith accordingly improved, 
as both Hiſtory and Experience hath abundantly (though ſadly) diſ= 
covered, and will do ſo more and more to his power, (which is the 
heavy ſpiricual Jadgment of that man of Sin, and therefore more hea-+ 
vy, beczuſe {0 ſenceleſs of it) even until his time ſhall be n> longer, 
Revelol6 7, as the Angel (probably Chriſt) forewarns chat ſtrange 
Creature, and when it will be: Anddoth nor the heighe ot thoſe pro» 
digioas impieties and prevailing abominations too too conſpicuous in 
that whole Antichriſtian Body, and every Limb thereof, in che fight 
of all obſervant perſons and people appear evideatly co haſten the 
deſtruRion therevf; rogether wich that ſaid Beaſt, who as Daniel alſo 
foreſaw ſhould be then (lain, and his body given co the burning flame, 
chap 7,11. Of which Prophefice and Vifion this glorious appears 
ance made by Chrilt of his next coming, chap. 19 11. 1s a clear com- 
ment and decyphered completion ſhortly to rake place (as we haye 
reaton to expe& andalſo to be fully accompliſhed accordingly. 

And then likewiſe rozethef wich Babilons ruine will happ:ly baſten 
the raiſing up of Sion, And upon Anticbriſts deſtrution will cer- 
tainly ſ:cceed Chriſts ſaid ſo wonderful exaltation in in the world, in 
chat his Divine and Kingly viſible Glory and Majeſty then co be ma- 
nite{t, namely to be the Prince of the Kings of che earch (ai 
Rev.1.5, though formerly -reje&ed by fuch many tines) and that in 
the fighe of men, angels, and a'i creatures, Rey, 5.9, 19, 11, 12, 13, 
who ſhall then bow che knee and acknowledge him to be the Lord, 
Phil, 2. 9. for which at preſcnt the whole creation moſt he.vily 
groaneth, Rom. 8. 22, 23. When that blefſ.d new Jeruſalem ſtate 
ſhall apzear, which chen will be repleniſhed with ics boly and happy 
new raiſed Inhabitants, with all that bleſſed communion ot doubly 
ſaved Saints and holy Angels in ſuch great and innume1able multi 
tudes, which ſaid Angels as in hezyen before they were wont to re- 
Joyce in ſinner; converſion, and cyen to be ſeryiceable therein, fo 
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- * yillthey then much morerejoyce in ſuch happy communion of ſach 


muttitudes of ſaved $zints, Jews and Gentiles then co come in, aad 
of che perfe&ly holy conmunion of the before deceaſed Saints, bue 
then inveſted (happily) wich their new raiſed bodies by the ſame power 
of Chriſt, whereby chen he will perſe&ly ſubdue all things (in their 
due order) unto himſelt (as the Apoltf& Pal inſtrufts us, Phil. 3.-ulr.) 
Then ſha'l they be 1/ſangeloi, as our Saviour ſpeaks, liketo the An- 
gels of God (betore) in heaven, when the {aid Hiero-metropolis, or holy 
mocher City, as the Propher Eſay foretold,will ariſe and fine becauſe hey 
light is come, and the glory of the Lord is riſen upon hey, ch.60. ver-r. 
as in thoſe large and various deſcriprons of the manifold excellency 
of that City, both, 46 former and following chapters are ſet down, 
as alſo in many other portions of ho'y Scripture may be obſerved:Some 
of which are applied, Rey.21.to that City particularly (as we noted) 
whereby the Spiric God teacheth us evidently their proper meaning 
and liceral ſence, riz,reſpeRing the happy eftate of that great and holy 
New Jeruſalem, whoſe beauty and glory; and bleſſ:dneſs on earth 
would require a large yolumn aptly to diſplay, in what from Scripture 
grounds mighe to that purpo'e be evidenced, reſpeRing the ſame, and 
yet many things more than what now we can attain to, may be ground- 
edly expe&ted. For that time when the Temple of God ſhall be 
opened in heaven, and men ſhall fee in his Temple the Ark of his 
Teſtament, Rev. 11,19, and the light of the Moon ſha!l be as the 
lizhe of the Sun, and the light of one day ſhall be ſ:venfold as the 
ligh: of ſeven daies, as is foretold thereof, E/. 30. 26, many myſteries 
of Chrift and his Religion, of his wgrks ot Creation, Redemption 
and Providence, and many myſteries now in the varieties of che 
creatures (many wayes till then lictle underſtood as is probable) when 
the Lord ſhall be unto chat City her ever'aſting light, and her God 
her glory, 1/4.60;19. And the earth ſhall be filled with the knowledge of 
the glory of the Lord, as the Waters cover the Sea, Hab,2 14. 1t will cha 
be a filling of the Earth wi:b knowledge, and that ws: the glory of che 
Lord, and in ſuch meaſure as ſhall be ro the uttermoſt capeciry of ic, 
85 the Sea, ready to overflow where ic hath any paſlage, and would co« 
ver every place w:th its waters ; fo in that tim? there will be a knows 
ledge of all then knowable, as we may ſay. Leltlesrhole Excellencies 
ſer down to be before, in, and after the rhouſand years of Chrifts ſaid 
Reign (as in our firſt conyincing Argument in the Ford Written are 
to be ſeen) concerning which a Body W D. vinity relpecting that 
world might uſefully be written from Scripture warrant, troa: a'l 
which as tram an excel'ent School relerycd tor the Lig'1e{t form of 
tuvle 
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thoſe than ſo excellent God-glorifying Creatures, raiſed Saints and 
Angels, with others, when all things by Chriſt ſhall then be made 
new, as ReY.21 5, I doubt not bur abundant matter of everlaRing 
praiſe will ſtrong 'y for that ſtate enforce the ſame, yet wich the great- 
eſt will ngneſs and complacency, upon all ſuch or the like adyantager. 
Whereupon theſe afterwards everlafting Hallelujahs will mo{t amp'y 
and perpetually be ſung rothe Trin-Une Deity of Father, Son, ard 
ho'y Ghoſt, erernally moſt bleſſ:d holy and glorions, by men and An. 
gels (as was ſaid) for eyer and ever, Amen.
